So that by putting in Practice 
ſome ſure and infallible means, which the Propoſer offers to lay 4, _ 
open in a dee Time and Place, Great Britain will, in one thirty 
Years at moſt, be able to procure from her own Dominions, not 
only all that tapes of Silks which will be demanded for her 
own Subjects, but if Occaſion be, enough to ſerve all Europe. 

Ir is upon this Account he is perſuaded, That there can be no- 
thing perhaps more advantageous to the Nation, nothing more like- 
ly to enrich Great Britain in general, and England in particular, 
than the Execution of ſuch a Deſign; That conſequently nothing 
can be more worthy its Conſideration: And if ſo good an Oppor- 
tunity, as at this Juncture offers its ſelf, ſhould unhappily flip, tis 
much to be feared the like will never return again.
